Probably the most radical proposal ad- 
yanced by the president was that all admin- 
istrative officers of the government in the 
departments at Washington and in the field 
be put under the civil service; be removed 
from the influence of politics, and that their 
terms of office be not limited, as at present, 
to four years. Such officers should not be 

appointed by the president with the necessity 
of senate confirmation, he said, but upon

Advice for Stamp Collectors.

Hamburg Steak. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
NLESS we dine on cheap means, 6 cents 
a pound meats, whose names (often 
quite pretty sounding ones and such as 
are to. be found in the novels of 
+ Charles Dickens) are not known in polite 
‘and well to do communities, there is no way in 
which we can spend a dime to such good ad- 
vantage in meat buying. as to get its worth in 
“what is variously called Hamburg steak, French 
steak, Hamburger; or Hamberger. ; 
It purchased in a reliable, sanitary butcher 
shop ahd chopped before one’s eyes, 10 cents 
worth of.this meat, mixed daintily with chopped 
onion, well seasoned, and made in small pats 
which will cook all through quickly under the 
broller or in a pan—well, these will make even 
a nonmeat eater hungry. 
> a 

Hamburg steak that tastes as though it were 
flavored with weatherbeaten clapboards is not 
a pleasant meat. A great deal depends upon 
the way it is manipulated and flavored, as to 
whether it becomes a dish capable of exciting’ 
pleasurable anticipations and a generous flow 
of the digestive juices. If it has a dirty taste, 
not the strongest flavor or the richest sauce 
can comipletely disguise the fact. 

One of the best proofs that Hamburg steak 
is good is the fact that such tons of it of an in- 
different excellence are eaten and called good. 

— 


There are better ways of using a good round 
steak than to cut it up into Hamburg steak, 
although this undoubtedly makes the best 
burger. Little tough ends of any steak are the 
parts most economically used for this purpose. 

A careful cook often picks over” her Ham- 
burg steak, as we might say, and takes out 
any pieces of gristle or unedible parts that may 
have got through the meat grinder without 
much change. A meat grinder which mashes 
instead of cuts, cannot be used for this steak. 

An egg is used by some people to hold this 


meat together, while it ig cooking. For loafs 


and rolls, etc., milk and water, or water simply 
with a thickening of flour and butter is used. 
When vegetables are mixed with this meat they 
should be cooked beforehand, as the meat cooks 
more quickly than amet could. 


Hamburg Steak. 2 one pound of some 
poorer cut of steak with one small onion. Add 
salt and pepper, form into little cakes about 
two inches across and about three-fourths of an 
inch thick throughout and brotl or fry in-a 
spoonful of butter or rendered suet. When the 
cakes are nicely browned. serve and garnish 
with cress. if you choose. 

Stuffed Hamburg Steak.—-Grind one pound or 
meat in a food chooper, season with salt, pepper, 
and the juice of one onion—or chop the onion 
and mix with the meat—and one ‘egg. Have 
ready any preferred dressing, poultry or other, 


grease muffin or gem pans, put in a layer of 


Hamburg, then a layer of dressing, and lastly 
one of Hamburg. Bake in oven and when done 
turn out on platter and garnish if vou choose.
